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KILLER HANGS 
HIMSELF DAYS 

INTO SENTENCE 


Treeby was guilty of murdering brother 


A MAN who murdered his 
brother has killed himself 
just two days after a jury 
found him guilty. 

Last Friday, Bill Treeby, 50, along 
with his sons Billy Treeby Jr, 29, and 
George Treeby, 23, were found guilty 
of killing Jack Treeby and wounding 
his brother Gary Treeby. 

A spokesman for HM Prison Service 
issued a statement after Bill was 
found dead just after 3pm on Sunday, 
December 12: “Bill Treeby was found 
hanging in his cell at HMP Elmley, 
(Sheppey). Attempts were made to 
resuscitate him, but he was pro- 
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nounced dead at 3.46pm. As with all 
deaths in custody, there will be an 
investigation by the Prisons and 
Probation Ombudsman.” 

The murderer was due to be sen¬ 
tenced along with his son’s today. 

During the past ten weeks a jury at 
Maidstone Crown Court had heard 
how victim Jack Treeby, 43, was fatally 
hit by a Range Rover during a frenzied 
attack in a quiet Tovil street a year ago. 

The three men were all found guilty 
while a fourth member of the group, 
Bill’s wife, Charity Treeby, was found 


not guilty of murder. The killers were 
also convicted of the attempted murder 
of Bill’s younger brother Gaiy Treeby, 
40, who was blasted with a shotgun. 

Detective Chief Inspector Rob 
Vinson, from Kent and Essex Serious 
Crime Directorate, said: “This was a 
family dispute that erupted in to vio¬ 
lence. With the weapons used and 
the reckless attitude of those involved, 
we are thankful that no-one else was 
seriously injured. 

“I am pleased that a jury has found 
all four guilty of their part in the 
events of that night and three of them 
will be going to prison for a long time."

Protect your presents 
from the car thieves 

POLICE are warning against a possi¬ 
ble rise in car crime as the Christmas 
season rolls in. 

The Safer Maidstone Partnership 
is staging a crackdown on car crime 
as part of the Stay safe this 
Christmas campaign and is advising 
people if they display valuables in 
their cars, they could pay for it. 

Signs will be going up across town 
centre car parks warning people to 
keep any presents or possessions hid¬ 
den from view. 

Parking attendants and town cen¬ 
tre police patrols will be taking regis¬ 
trations of cars displaying valuables 
and a letter will be sent to the owners 
explaining how to protect themselves 
in future. 

John Grant, crime prevention man¬ 
ager for the Community Safety Unit 
said: “We are focusing this week on 
thefts from cars, which historically 
have risen as a result of the festive 
season with people leaving presents 
on display. 

“Bags of shopping should not be left 
on view in cars, as they could be 
stolen by thieves. Never leave a 
handbag on view in a parked and 
unattended car.” 

Maidstone's budget 
cut lower than most 

MAIDSTONE Council overall 
income will drop by 4.3 per cent fol¬ 
lowing the announcement by of cen¬ 
tral government budget cuts on 
Monday. 

Maidstone’s overall reduction is 
lower than most council’s in Kent - 
nearby Ashford borough and Thanet 
have suffered the maximum reduction. 

The cuts have been imposed 
through a reduction in government 
grants and an enforced freeze on rais¬ 
ing council tax for at least two years. 

The decision comes as part of the new 
Localism Bill which aims to shift power 
from central government and down to 
local councils and neighborhoods. 

Communities secretary Eric 
Pickles, said: “t is the centrepiece of 
what this Government is trying to do 
to fundamentally shake up the bal¬ 
ance of power in this country. 

“For too long, everything has been 
controlled from the centre - and look 
where it's got us. Central govern¬ 
ment has kept local government on a 
tight leash, strangling the life out of 
councils in the belief that bureau¬ 
crats know best. 

“By getting out of the way and letting 
councils and communities run their 
own affairs we can restore civic pride.” 


Murder caught on CCTV cameras

During the trial, which started in 
October, the jury were told how a 
family dispute over land, led to 
the dispute. 

On December 27, 2009, a number 
of family members, including Jack 
and Gary, met at their sister’s home 
in Quarry Road. 

The group recalled was standing 
outside the driveway of the house, 
and watched a Range Rover driving 
into the road followed by a Ford 
Mondeo. All of this was recorded on 
nearby CCTV. 

The CCTV also showed someone 
leaning out of an open passenger 
window brandishing a shotgun. 

At the same time audio, recovered 
from a separate CCTV source, 


recorded a gunshot as the group out¬ 
side the house took cover. Both the 
Range Rover and the Mondeo, driven 
by the murderers, crashed into 
parked cars along the road. 

Judge Andrew Patience QC then 
heard how the Range Rover turned 
around to make a second pass of the 
house and Gary was shot. 

The vehicle mounted the pavement 
and ran down Jack, killing him 
almost instantly. 

CCTV footage showed a woman 
and two men standing over Gary, 
who was bleeding from his shotgun 
wound, he was then beaten with an 
iron bar. 

The 4x4 then left the area while the 
Mondeo was abandoned nearby. 

Witnesses stated that they later 


saw Bill’s wife Charity return to the 
Mondeo and set it alight. 

Shortly after the incident a 
motorist contacted police with con¬ 
cern after being overtaken danger¬ 
ously by a Range Rover with three 
people in the car. The motorist fol¬ 
lowed the car to a farm in Darman 
Lane, Paddock Wood. 

Charity was arrested in the early 
hours of December 28, while police 
found the burned out Range Rover in 
a field off Tong Lane, near 
Horsmonden, on December 29. 

George and Billy Jnr gave them¬ 
selves up to police on December 30 
while their father, Bill, was arrested 
the following day. The group had all 
pleaded not guilty to murder and 
attempted murder. 
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Villagers warming to 

farm's solar park plan

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A VILLAGE could one day run on 
solar power alone, if an energy-con¬ 
scious farmer has his way. 

Andrew Barr, who co-owns the A&A Barr 
Farm in Lenham, is prepared rent one of his 
fields as a “solar park” to soak up the sun’s rays 
and generate electricity. 

Mr Barr, 39, whose family has owned the land 
since 1903, is working with German power 
company Kronos Solar to apply for planning 
permission from Maidstone council. 

He said: “We have been looking for a few 
years at renewable energy. We have considered 
wind turbines and biomass boilers to help run 
the farm, especially with the rising price of fos¬ 
sil fuels and electricity. 

“We also looked at having solar power 
installed on top of the farm, but when this 
popped up it seemed like the best option. It 
could generate enough power in future to run 
Lenham.” 

Plans for the solar park on Ham Lane are 
already with the council, which has asked for 
an environmental investigation statement. The 
scheme would involve the installation of a pos¬ 
sible 20,000 solar panels in the field. 

Mr Barr said: “The best thing about it is the 
panels are very low to the floor and placed on 
poles that go into the ground, no concrete is 
needed. 

“The power will go directly into the main grid 
and there are power cables nearby which will 
really benefit the village. 


“Also there will still be enough room in the 
middle of the field for sheep to graze.” 

The farm team, which includes Andrew, his 
brother Alan and his father, have even spoken 
to Kronos about having solar panels put on the 
village community centre. 

Andrew said: “My father sits on the parish 
council and we have discussed with Kronos 
about putting it on the building, that would 


help bring more money to the village.” 

If it is built to the original plans, it could be 
one of the largest solar parks in the UK. The 
farm consists of two-thirds arable land includ¬ 
ing rape seed and a third livestock including 
Romney sheep and Sussex cattle. 

Andrew added: “It’s all still at the exploratory 
stage but we had a consultation with people in 
the village and almost everyone was in favour.” 


Happier Christmas, 
but not for crooks 

SEVEN people were arrested across 
mid-Kent in organised raids as part of a 
day of action by the police. 

There were 68 arrests in total across 
Kent and Essex as officers looked to 
target suspected criminals before 
Christmas. The Maidstone arrests 
included a 51-year-old man, a 27-year- 
old man and an 18-year-old for burglary, 
while a further two 18-year-old men 
were arrested for theft. 

Assistant Chief Constable Alan 
Pughsley, who leads the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime Directorate, said: “We are 
sending out a clear message that we will 
not tolerate criminals causing harm in 
our communities. 

'We are listening and responding 
to what residents are telling us 
concerns them most and are tackling 
criminality at all levels - from 
those involved in burglary and other 
theft-related crime, those who handle 
stolen goods, and those who use, deal and 
supply drugs which can fuel all other 
types of offending. 

“As Christmas approaches, we have 
taken criminals off the streets of both 
counties so they cannot ruin the festive 
period with their criminal behaviour. 

“The message we are sending out is: 
Don’t commit crime in Kent and Essex, 
because we will catch you and bring you 
to justice.” 

Fighting for charity 

FIREFIGHTERS and police officers 
squared off against each other in a series 
of charity boxing matches to raise cash 
for charity. 

The night, held at Liquid nightclub in 
Maidstone, was in aid of the Help For 
Heroes charity, with the fighters manag¬ 
ing to raise £5,000. 

The police team took the title eventual¬ 
ly running out 9-8 winners. 


ANPR system 
takes suspects 
off the roads 


MPs and train chiefs 
in Commons session 


ILLEGAL drivers have been 
shown the red light after a two- 
week police clampdown. 

Officers from the automatic 
number plate recognition (ANPR) 
team bagged 27 vehicles in west 
Kent. 

The operation saw the arrest of 
Christian Buckman, 22, of 
Lenside Drive, Bearsted, who has 
been charged with three counts of 
making off without paying for 
fuel. 

The officers also made three 
arrests for theft from motor vehi¬ 
cles, issued 18 summonses and 46 
penalty notices. 

Threat 

Twenty-seven cars were seized 
for having no insurance, including 
two being used in a crime. 

Martin Lyddon, ANPR manager 
at Kent Police, said: “This opera¬ 
tion has removed people from the 
roads of Kent who posed a threat 
to law-abiding motorists and we 
are fully committed to continually 
doing this. 

“Every day, ANPR technology is 
identifying road users who are of 
interest to the police and it contin¬ 
ues to be an absolutely crucial tool 
in proactively tackling crime and 
bringing about positive results for 
victims of crime.” 


MAIDSTONE and Weald MP Helen 
Grant has met Southeastern train 
chiefs to discuss the travel misery 
being endured by passengers on the 
Kent network. 

Even before snow caused travel 
chaos for commuters, Mrs Grant 
said she had received hundreds of 
letters and emails from constituents 
angry about rising fares and falling 
standards on the railway.

Mrs Grant said: “From the letters, 
calls and emails I and others have 
received from angry travellers, it is 
plain to me and fellow MPs that there 
are serious shortcomings on 
Southeastern and something has to 
be done to rectify the situation.” 

The Tory MP chaired a meeting at 
the House of Commons last week, 
attended by Southeastern’s MD 
Charles Horton, service delivery 
director Vince Lucas and public 
affairs manager Mike Gibson. 

Afterwards, Mrs Grant said: “It 
was a constructive meeting, well 
attended by Kent MPs, but we must 
continue campaigning robustly to 
improve services which frankly, in 
some areas, are diabolical.” 


Mrs Grant’s office told 
Yourmaidstone that Southeastern 
had promised to keep her up to date, 
outlining what short-term actions 
managers intend to take to ensure 
the poor service seen in recent 
weeks is not repeated. 

“In conversations with my col¬ 
leagues, it was clear we are all 
receiving very similar communica¬ 
tions from constituents relating to 
Southeastern,” Mrs Grant said. 

“So it made sense for as many 
Kent MPs as possible to meet with 
senior management.

ONE of Kent’s newest MPs has 
rebelled against his own party in 
the controversial tuition fees dis¬ 
pute, claiming he could not justify 
supporting the motion. 

Mark Reckless, MP for Rochester and 
Strood, was one of just six Tories to vote 
against the changes to fees, despite newly 
appointed members of parliament traditional¬ 
ly towing the party line. 

He said: “I was one of the 302 who voted 
against that government proposal. Five other 
Conservative and 21 Lib Dem colleagues 
joined me in the ‘No’ lobby.” 

Fellow Tory, Medway colleague Tracey 
Crouch, who won the Chatham and Aylesford 
seat in May, also chose not to vote with her 
party, but abstained. 

Despite the revolt, the proposed changes to 
tuition fees were passed after the majority 
voted in favour. 

This means from 2012 universities will be 
allowed to charge up to £9,000 a year. 

The bill also included changes to the pay¬ 
back threshold, where students will not have 
to pay anything back until they earn £21,000 
- a rise from the current £15,000. 

Ms Crouch said although she disagreed with 
the £9,000 cap, she chose to abstain rather 
than vote against due to her support of other 
new measures being introduced. 

“I feel the £9,000 figure is far too high. I’m 
disappointed for the next generation of stu¬ 
dents,” she said. “I do, however, support the 
payback threshold of £21,000.” 

She added: “People have respected my posi¬ 
tion, which shows we have grown-up politics.” 

Mr Reckless, however, said it was not easy to 
vote with only a minority. 

He paid tribute to Ms Crouch, stating she 
was as principled in her abstention as those 
who voted for or against. 

Explaining his own reasons for rebelling, he 
said: “I found it particularly difficult to justify

the suddenness of the move with one student 
required to pay only around £3,000 but then 
another student, potentially a sister, just one 
year behind at school, expected to pay two or 
three times more with very little warning. 

“I also believe that as MPs we should make 
decisions and whenever possible try and 
explain those likely decisions before an elec¬ 
tion, rather than use a report from someone 
who is not elected, however distinguished, to 
justify a decision (the Browne Report). 

“I was enormously impressed by the stu¬ 
dents who put their case to me on this issue. 


“They asked me why they should have to pay 
so much when Welsh and Scottish, and in 
many cases EU, students did not have to pay 
at all. 

“I then showed David Willetts, the universi¬ 
ties minister, detailed statistics showing that 
46 per cent of EU students due to repay a loan 
from the British taxpayer were in default. 

“I have also asked government ministers 
how they can justify an 80 per cent decrease in 
grant to universities in the context of a 60 per 
cent increase in our net payments to the EU. 

“I cannot justify it and voted accordingly.”

Q lf you could have any other job in the world what would 
it be and why? 

A I would like to be one of the reporters on 
BBC’s Springwatch and Autumnwatch 
programmes because I would like to share my 
enthusiasm for British wildlife. I would also 
like to increase the understanding that much 
of our wildlife is migratory and depends on 
good conservation in many other parts of 
Europe and the world as well as the UK itself. 

Q What do you consider your greatest achievement at 
yourjob? 

A lt was being presented with the Marsh 
Volunteer Award for nature conservation 
in 2006 for my work with Kent Wildlife Trust. 


A My childhood hero was David Atten¬ 
borough was and he still is a hero to me. I 
have always enjoyed his TV series right back 
to the Zoo Quest days. 

Q Where would you like to be in five years time (both the 
wildlife trust and yourself)? 

A Hopefully we will give more talks to mem¬ 
bers of the public, groups of many different 
complexions, and particularly young people.

Education at all levels is key to 
conserving and enjoying our remaining ‘wild’ 
areas in Kent.

A Brent Geese are a favourite, they winter in 
north Kent but spend a brief summer 
north of the Arctic Circle in Siberia nesting on 
open ground and raising up to five goslings. 
October/November is when the geese begin to 
arrive on the Swale and Medway and I can 
check how many goslings they have managed 
to bring safely with them. That is magical.

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Widespread 
condemnation 
at plan to dig 
up woodland 

ANGRY campaigners are continuing to 
fight plans which would see an area of 
Maidstone woodland dug up to making 
way for a ragstone quarry. 

More than 100 local people turned out 
for the latest public meeting in which 
representatives from Kent County 
Council (KCC) and construction firm 
Gallagher Group tried to gauge reaction. 

The Protect Kent team and the Wildlife 
Trust have joined forces to oppose the 
extension of the Hermitage quarry, which 
is already in operation nearby. 

A Facebook group petition group 
against the Gallagher Group has 
swelled to more than 1,500 members. 

The construction firm has said that 
there is a high demand for ragstone, 
which is used in the restoration of his¬ 
toric buildings, including Canterbury 
Cathedral. They also argue that should 
the quarry close down and not be 
extended more than 50 people will lose 
their jobs and it will have a negative 
impact on the local economy. 

A spokesman for the construction firm 
said: “We have been quarrying at the 
Hermitage Lane site for 20 years. 

‘We understand the range of issues 
that must be considered including the 
protection of the public and the environ¬ 
ment, and we have a proven track record 
of high-quality restoration, habitat cre¬ 
ation and environmental care. “ 

But the Oaken Wood supporters are 
standing firm and let both KCC and the 
Gallagher Group know what they think 
of the plans. 

Wildlife 

Local residents raised concerns over 
blasting noise and vibration, the loss of 
ancient sweet chestnut coppice wood¬ 
land and potential damage to wildlife in 
the area. 

On the Wildlife Trust website their 
mission statement for Oaken Wood said: 
“Gallagher Ltd has suggested there will 
be a benefit for wildlife from the propos¬ 
als through the management of the 
remaining woodland and the creation of 
new habitats, including native wood¬ 
land, scrub, meadow and pond. 

We disagree. Ancient woodland is irre¬ 
placeable. Ancient woodland is the most 
important UK wildlife habitat for the 
number of species of conservation con¬ 
cern that are supported, as well as the 
thousands of everyday species which 
complete the ecosystem. 

“The replacement of such a valuable, 
continuous habitat by the creation of a 
number of small and immature habitats 
can only result in a major long-term loss 
in biodiversity.” 

The construction firm has stated that 
the new quarry extension area would 
take up 33 hectares, roughly 14 per cent 
of Oaken Wood as a whole. 

A KCC spokesman said: 
“Representatives from the council’s plan¬ 
ning applications committee visited the 
site and hosted a well attended public 
meeting on Tuesday evening to hear 
firsthand the concerns of local people on 
the planning application to extend 
Hermitage Quarry. 

“The comments raised will be consid¬ 
ered by the county council as part of the 
planning application process. The appli¬ 
cation is expected to be determined early 
in 2011. Residents can write giving their 
views to the Planning Applications 
Group at Kent County Council.” 


Legendary 'Stick Man' a 
tale of the unexpected

AMONG the strangest legends in 
Britain is the story of the 'Stick 
Man’ of Loose - a bizarre creature 
which seems to have haunted a 
group of young people. 

It is one of many tales gathered together by 
writer Neil Arnold as part of his book, 
Paranormal Kent, which looks into the coun¬ 
ty’s darker side. 

His book tells how on January 14, 2003, a 
person named only as Simon posted a story on 
the forum of Fortean Times magazine, which 
covers stories of strange phenomena. 

It states: “I will record a rather unpleasant 
experience which took place tonight. 

“A group of about ten of us were sitting chat¬ 
ting in the Loose Valley at about midnight. 

“After about 45 minutes, Will leapt to his feet 
slapping his head saying there was a bee in his 
hair; he looked absolutely terrified. 

“Both Dorothy and I saw the outline of a tall, 
thin figure wearing a hat dancing behind him. 

“Will said later it was as if a terrifically loud 
buzzing was coming up through the top of his 
head. However, only Rachel heard any buzzing. 

Thin figure 

“We partially satisfied ourselves that it must 
have been a bees’ nest, and so we moved a lit¬ 
tle distance away. As we moved away, Dorothy 
and I saw a ring outlined in the grass which 
enclosed where we had been sitting. 

“Eventually it started raining, so we headed 
for Rachel’s house. As we left, I turned around 
and saw the same thin, black figure walk 
across the opening between the trees to where 
we had been sitting. 

“We had been sitting in Rachel’s bedroom 
for a while, when I looked at Will, who was 
reading, and saw an amorphous black blob 
drop out of his hair on to the bed. I was the 
only one who saw this. 

“A few seconds later a black shape started 
whizzing around. The main movement was 
from bottom left to top right as I was sitting, 
getting larger during the movement and 
inducing a great fright. About four people alto¬ 
gether saw this. 

“Later, the girls slept in a room together. 
Apparently Rachel and Molly saw the black 
blob in the curtains during the night. 

“I, however, had an excellent night’s sleep. 

“On first awakening I saw the thin black 
figure silhouetted against the wardrobe doors. 
I must admit I lost my calm last night and was 
bloody terrified by the whole thing.” 

The legend of the stick man is one that is 
included in several cultures - most notably 
some native American tribes who believe them 
to be malevolent entities. 

However, the Loose myth is possibly the only

recorded instance of the story appearing in 
Britain. 

Villagers say that it is possible the shadows 
cast by a number of trees could have been the 
cause of the apparition. 

Roy Hood, who has lived in Loose for 80 
years, also has an explanation. 

“There was a man who used to cut wood and 
he would often be seen with bundles of sticks 
around him - maybe that was the origin of the 
legend,” he said.

A bit repetitive 
maybe, but never has anyone had so much fun 
watching two middle-aged men bitch at each 
other over dinner doing impressions of 
Michael Caine. 

Doctor Who welcomed Matt Smith into the 
role, but fans remain sceptical after the phe¬ 
nomenally successful David Tenant era. 

A decent Christmas special is needed to con¬ 


vince the public Smith’s really the man for the 
T.A.R.D.I.S. 

Matters Whovian were not helped when the 
Daleks were given a camp makeover, decked 
out with bigger skirts and bright colours. It 
was more a case of “DOES MY BUM LOOK 
BIG IN THIS?” than “EXTERMINATE!” 

Much better from the Beeb was Sherlock, 
with the brilliantly named Benedict 
Cumberbatch as the super sleuth. 

The show was a marvellous take on Holmes, 
and far better than Guy Richie’s so-so film 
adaptation. 

Of course none of us should ever forget Phil 
Mitchell’s unlikely crack habit in EastEnders. 

Watching a grizzled angry man rifle through 
a rubbish bin in search of more drugs has 
never been so gripping. 

The XX deservedly scooped the Mercury 
music prize with their moody gothic rock and 
Stevie Wonder showed the hipsters how to 
really do it at Glastonbury with a storming 
set. 

Warpaint injected a fresh wave of sexy, 
female angst into rock, as part of tripped-out 
grunge revival of sorts and the various X 
Factor rejects and winners from past years 
scored big hits despite releasing songs that 
were purely piffle, with Jedward chief culprits. 

The show has now become a self-fulfilling 
prophecy, with the losers and the winner top 
ten fixtures year round, and the Cowell’s mas¬ 
terplan complete. 

Next stop America for the X Factor jugger¬ 
naut and Cheryl Cole, who in 2010 really 


cemented herself as the nation’s sweetheart. 

The year saw another glut of comic book 
movies hit the big screen but none were really 
too great. 

Pick of the bunch was Iron Man II, but that 
did nothing that the first Iron Man hadn’t 
done a lot better already. 

Toy Story 3 was a winner though, and 
proved that Pixar can still sprinkle their 
magic on the industry. 

The year previously James Cameron’s 
Avatar proved 3D is here to stay and in 2010 
a possibly jealous George Lucas announced 
that he was going to milk his 
cash cow once more and 
release his Star Wars 
films in 3D.

Enjoy the last in the Narnia series, 
but it won't be a tearful farewell

THERE’S action and adventure 
ahoy in the third book of CS 
Lewis’s enchanting Narnia series, 
published back in the 1950s. 

Following on from the daring escapades of 
Prince Caspian, The Voyage of the Dawn 
Treader sets sail without the two eldest 
Pevensie children, Peter (William Moseley) 
and Susan (Anna Popplewell), and press- 
gangs some fresh talent to carry the series into 
the choppy waters of the fourth book, The 
Silver Chair. 

Director Michael Apted bows down to the 
current fad of 3D format but this version of the 
film barely takes advantage of the eye-pop- 
ping possibilities. 

Most of the cast return with the notable 
absence of Eddie Izzard as the voice of sword- 
wielding mouse, Reepicheep. 

He’s replaced by Simon Pegg, who rouses the 
cast into action by telling the children: “There 
is no honour in turning away from adventure.” 

The film opens with Peter away at universi¬ 
ty and Susan in America, consigning Lucy 
(Georgie Henley) and Edmund (Skandar 
Keynes) to a miserable stay with stuffy cousin, 
Eustace Scrubb (Will Poulter). 

He collects insects and can’t think of any¬ 
thing nicer than pinning his relatives to the 
wall like butterfly specimens. 

“Note to self: investigate the legal ramifica¬ 
tions of impaling relatives,” he writes in his 
journal. 

During a fight between Edmund and 
Eustace, a painting in the guest bedroom mag¬ 
ically transports all three children to Narnia 
and on to the titular vessel captained by 
Drinian (Gary Sweet). 

Eustace is aghast but Lucy and Edmund set¬ 
tle in quickly as Namian royalty, reuniting 
with King Caspian (Ben Barnes) and 
Reepicheep (Pegg) aboard The Dawn Treader. 

It transpires that Caspian is on a quest to 
locate the swords of seven lost noblemen and 


the Pevensie children pledge their support, 
encountering the White Witch (Tilda Swinton) 
and the majestic lion Aslan (Liam Neeson) 
along the way. 

“Until you lay down the seventh sword, evil 
has the upper hand,” reveals the magician 


Coriakin (Bille Brown). 

“To defeat the darkness out there, you must 
defeat the darkness inside yourself,” he adds 
helpfully. 

The Voyage of the Dawn Treader is the most 
crudely constructed of the films, loosely stitch¬

ing together the set pieces with comical alter¬ 
cations between Eustace and his courageous 
cousins. 

Inevitably, the new boy discovers the hero 
within, while Lucy learns valuable lessons 
about self-confidence and beauty. 

Production design is impressive and the 
script introduces two monsters for the special 
effects-heavy finale that should delight 
younger audiences. 

Poulter matures from comic relief to would- 
be hero - he’s the central character of the 
fourth book - while Henley and Keynes make 
the most of their underwritten roles before 
they too bid a tearful farewell to their fantas¬ 
tical friends. 

Our eyes remain dry.

I’LL admit that when I 
first took the Blue Mikey 
out of its box and plugged 
it into my iPod touch, I 
was dubious. 

I mean, how good can a micro¬ 
phone you plug into an iPod dock 
really be? 

I was pleasantly surprised. 

For a start, it’s small and sturdy 
with a solid hinge that allows it to 
be best positioned to record what¬ 
ever it is you need to record. 

And the sound it captures is 
both rich and crisp when you con¬ 
sider the mic’s compact size. 

The Mikey plus iPod combo 
turns the already-versatile Touch 
into the perfect field-recording 
tool. For journalists wishing to 
record an interview it’s fast and 
simple, but the recording quality 
is also good enough for podcasts 
and perhaps even radio. 

With this in mind, the Blue 
FiRe recording software (down¬ 
loadable from the App Store) is 
the way to go. 

This free app, written specially 
to work with the Mikey, is 
optomised to get the best out of 
the miniscule microphone and it 
really does work. 

But voice recording is all very 
well... what about a real chal¬ 
lenge? 

I’m in a folk band called Los 
Salvadores, and often at band 
practice we’ve used the terrible 
microphones on our mobiles to 
record ideas, simply as a memory 
aid. This works to an extent, as 
long as all you’re trying to cap¬ 
ture is a quick snatch of singing 
or a guitar line here and there. 
Add in much more and it quickly 
becomes the sonic equivalent of a 
muddy puddle. 

But recording whole songs with 
the whole six-piece band would be 
a powerful writing tool. Could the 
Mikey be the answer to providing 
instant reference demos? Could a 
mic this small really record six 
instruments with enough clarity 
and separation to draw meaning¬ 
ful conclusions about a track?

I decided to put the mic to the 
ultimate test, and set up the 
Mikey- equipped Touch at a prac¬ 
tice. I say set up... I launched 
Blue FiRe, pressed record and left 
it on a stool. 

I was pleasantly surprised by 
the result. Forget phone micro¬ 
phones, the Mikey is in a different 
league. I’m not saying you can 
forgo full-blown studio set-ups 
quite yet, but if you are a musi¬ 
cian needing a fast and con- 
veinient audio reference tool, you 
can do a lot worse (and pay a lot 
more) that this second gen Mikey. 

And the fun doesn’t stop there. 
Blue added a line input for 
recording guitars, and the Blue 
FiRe app includes a number of 
export options, so you can record 
a track and send it to a web serv¬ 
er to be downloaded and edited in 
the future. 

It’s conceivable that you and a 
number of Mikey-equipped mates 
could indulge in some pretty high 
quality online collaborations 
using nothing more than the 
plug-in mics and basic editing 
software.

IT’S more than 50 years 
since Tintin, the cub 
reporter and cartoon charac¬ 
ter who has since become 
one of Belgium’s best-loved 
exports, first set foot in 
Jordan with his faithful lieu¬ 
tenants Captain Haddock 
and Snowy the dog. 

His adventures there provide the 
backdrop for a film to be released 
next year by Steven Spielberg and 
co-director Peter Jackson. 

Of course, Jordan tourist wallahs 
can hardly believe their luck. 

One tour operator, On The Go 
Tours, has won the backing of 
Moulinsart (holder of the rights to 
the Tintin adventures) to start guid¬ 
ed adventure tours taking in the 
Wadi Rum desert, the Dead Sea, the 
Red Sea and Petra, and I was lucky 
enough to experience an early taste 
of what visitors can expect. 

The local agent collected us at 
Jordan’s capital, Amman, with a 
comfy 25-seater coach and a cool box 
- a wonderful forethought in this 
sweltering country. 

Our first port of call was the Dead 
Sea, and en route we spotted the 
twinkling city lights of Jerusalem. 

Our four-star hotel overlooking 
the beach was clean and spacious 
with welcoming staff. 

Buffet breakfast next morning 
was such an interesting mix of 
British, continental and Jordanian 
fare that I expected to become the 
first person to sink in the sea’s salty 
water. 

Floating in the Dead Sea is a sur¬ 
real experience. It’s so salty that 


cuts sting like fury on entry into the 
water, but once you lie back and shut 
your eyes it’s glorious. 

I washed back to the shore like 
flotsam after keeping my eyes shut 
for a bit too long - which gave me an 
incentive to cover myself in Dead 
Sea mud, provided free on the beach. 

We then headed towards our next 
stop - Little Petra. Dropped off in 
the hills a few miles from the hotel, 
we found Arabian horses waiting to 
transport us the final distance. 
Guides led us along the A1 Hasanat 
path and two hours later we stopped 
for a glass of sweet black tea which 
replenished our energy levels to 
complete the journey to the hotel. 

The next day it was off to the 
Unesco heritage site of Petra - the 
Rose City. Featured in the Tintin 
story Red Sea Sharks, it’s well known 
as the place where the Holy Grail is 


guarded in Spielberg’s Indiana 
Jones And The Last Crusade. 

After walking just over a mile we 
emerged between the rock faces to 
the sight of the Treasury, Petra’s 
most elaborate ruin which is hewn 
into a sandstone cliff. Wadi Rum did¬ 
n’t disappoint. Dropped off at the 
edge of the desert, we boarded a Jeep 
to get into the heart of the landscape, 
passing sand dunes and camel 
herders. The area is peaceful, relax¬ 
ing and breathtakingly beautiful. 

The full Tintin tour also includes 
two days at the Red Sea, with a boat 
trip to the Pharaon Islands and the 
chance of snorkelling. There's also a 
free day to relax before transferring 
to Amman for the journey home. 

No doubt the Spielberg film will be 
wonderful - but it won’t match the 
thrill of retracing Tintin’s route 
across Jordan.

parking assistance and all-wheel drive. 

The engine line-up is all turbocharged - 
what did you expect from the turbo master 
brand? - and includes a 1.6-litre petrol unit 
that concedes little in performance to the 
slightly dearer diesel entry model, though fuel 
consumption is markedly inferior. 

The 160PS (157bhp) 2.0-litre TiD Vector SE 
diesel we tested feels heavy and, like standard 
versions of the Insignia - not as nimble as you 
come to expect from BMW and Audi rivals. 

But the ride comfort and long-distance cruis¬ 
ing ability is impressive, with loads of space 
for those in the back and a massive boot. 

The cabin isn’t gaudy or innovative, but just 
carefully laid out in the Saab way; aficionados 
like to think Saab dashboards can trace their 
lineage back to the aviation parent company. 

The powertrain and six-speed auto gearbox 
matches this refinement and the front-end 
styling won’t let you down in the office car park. 

I think the designer’s hand strayed a little 
towards the rear of the car, but this opinion 
started a lively debate whenever I raised it 
with colleagues, so it’s one of those “beauty is 
in the eye of the beholder” motors.

Message to Southeastern Trains - commuters are also taxpayers, says Trevor Moss.. 



SO THERE I was, on a high-speed train, 
having got on, on time, at Folkestone 
West, and heading for London. 

But sure enough and yet again, I found myself at 
Omph while sitting outside Ashford station waiting 
for the connecting units to trundle down the track 
from Canterbury, the outcome being another delayed 
connection made at the platform. 

I question whether Ashford station platform is the 
right place for rolling stock to be connected, particu¬ 
larly Hitachi class 395 rolling stock. 

The number of computer crashes as a result of cob¬ 
bling two trains together makes a joke of the premi¬ 
um fare high-speed service. 

Apparently no changes to the timetable are antici¬ 
pated to provide for independent trains to run down 
the line and back from their respective branches until 
2012, the same year that London Olympics authorities 
plan to commandeer all these trains for weeks, with 
Southeastern’s full consent, to run between St Pancras 
and Stratford, to the detriment of regular users. 

Anyway, I dutifully completed the questionnaire 
given to me en route asking for my views on 
Southeastern. It was a pathetic attempt to placate 
travellers by asking for their opinions after the lack of 
services due to the wintry weather of the previous 
week. These half-baked questions were not the ones I 
really wanted to ask or answer. Like, how on earth 
does Southeastern justify the hike in fares by up to 12 


per cent when people are getting zero per cent salary 
reviews and an unreliable service? 

If we were in France, we’d all be refusing to pay fare 
increases. In fact, in France, there would be a week of 
demonstrations where people would storm the trains 
and refuse to pay fares at all. Now there’s a thought. 

Of course, we know what the cop-out statement on 
fare rises is going to say: “But the Government has 
reduced subsidies, therefore the traveller has to bear 
the brunt, not the taxpayer.” 

Well, Mr Southeastern representative, I am a tax¬ 
payer and a commuter, but I don’t see any tax rebate 
coming from the Government in relation to its 
reduced obligations to fund the rail network. 

To cap it all, on the way home, I got to the station to 
find, yes you’ve guessed it, that the Folkestone-bound 
high-speed train was terminated at St Pancras, once 
more due to technical difficulties. 

While waiting for half an hour at a bleak Stratford 
International, I saw four trains head in the direction 
of St Pancras, but no one at Southeastern thought to 
turn one of these around to form a replacement serv¬ 
ice. Eventually, it was standing room only on the next 
train. 

With the level of criticism Southeastern is getting, 
from Kent MPs to the daily customer, this company 
isn’t the future of travel in Kent but will be recog¬ 
nised as part of the failed history of privatisation of 
the rail network in this county.

Maintenance skills lost 
on younger generation 

DIY knowledge that used to be passed 
down through the generations is now 
being “lost in the midst of time”, 
Homebuilding & Renovating magazine 
has said. 

The comments follow research by Saga 
Home Insurance, based in Sandgate, 
which found that younger people are 
now far more likely to rely on profession¬ 
al help to fix problems in the home, 
rather than carry out work themselves. 

According to the report, 18 per cent of 
adults under the age of 40 would pay a 
tradesman to repair leaking or broken 
pipes in their property, compared to five 
per cent who would attempt to mend 
them personally. 

Jason Orme, editor of Homebuilding & 
Renovating, said many younger home- 
owners now work such long hours that 
performing home improvement tasks in 
their spare time is the ‘last thing they 
want to do”. 

“There is no question that many young 
people don’t tend to have those basic DIY 
maintenance skills anymore and it is 
disappointing” he added. 

The research from Saga revealed over- 
50s were three times more likely than 
under-35s to repair pipes, while more than 
a quarter of the older age group would 
replace missing roof tiles, compared with 
just one per cent of their younger peers. 

Market trends causing 
increase in cost to rent 

INCREASED demand and a fall in 
the supply of new properties led to a 
rise in rents in the three months to the 
end of October, the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors (RICS) has 
reported. 

In its latest survey, 39 per cent more 
surveyors reported seeing an increase, 
rather than a fall, in rents compared 
with a positive balance of 27 per cent 
during the previous three months. 

The reading is now at its highest since 
the second quarter of 2007, tenant 
demand having been boosted by a short¬ 
age of mortgage finance and lenders’ 
demands for high deposits. 

Across the UK, London saw the biggest 
increase in rental prices and even 
prospects in the North, where rents have 
been falling, took a turn for the better. 

The Institution’s spokesperson, Jeremy 
Leaf, said: “The lettings sector has 
become increasingly strong over the past 
nine months, in contrast to the housing 
market which continues to slow.”

THE LATEST house price index 
from the Nationwide Building 
Society has revealed a 0.3 per cent 
fall for the month of November 
compared with October - the 
fourth time in five months that 
prices registered a fall. 

The latest fall means house prices are now 
just 0.4 per cent higher than this time last 
year, with the average UK home costing 
£163,398. 

However, regional variations continue to 
be a factor - with the South East performing 
better than other parts of the UK. 

Worst figures are for the north of England 
and Scotland while analysts say good rail and 
road links and an increase in demand for 
coastal homes have been factors in making the 
local market less affected. 

But Nationwide’s chief economist Martin 
Gahbauer said house price declines are 
unlikely to accelerate “in the months ahead”. 

“There is little to indicate that these sellers 
need to achieve a sale urgently for financial 
or economic reasons which means the down¬ 
ward pressure on house prices is only modest,” 
he said. 

There is little good news surrounding the 
housing market currently. 

Earlier this week housing intelligence group 
Hometrack revealed their house prices figures 
for England and Wales fell for the fifth consec¬ 
utive month in November. 

According to Hometrack house prices fell by 
0.8 per cent in the month to £155,000. 

Other housing surveys suggest the market is 
cooling. The Land Registry reported a 0.8 per 


cent fall in house prices for the month of 
October, while figures revealed a slump in the 
number of homes sold in October in the UK. 

Expectations 

According to government statistics 79,000 
homes worth at least £40,000 or more were 
sold in the month, a fall of 11 per cent on an 
annual basis. 

The number of new mortgages approved in 
the month fell to 30,766, down from 31,058 in 
September - representing the lowest level 


since March 2009 - when the country was in 
the midst of its worst recession in decades. 

The figures confounded analysts expecta¬ 
tions of a rise to 31,300 and continue to 
suggest the mortgage market will remain 
subdued over the coming months. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders and the 
Bank of England have both reported falls in 
mortgage lending over recent months. 

Meanwhile, house prices are expected to con¬ 
tinue to come under pressure as new instruc¬ 
tions continue to outstrip buyer demand.

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New points target dents Brockman's Korea hopes 


CHANGES to the decathlon qualifying proce¬ 
dure have hampered Martin Brockman’s hopes 
of featuring in next year’s World Athletics 
Championships. 

The Medway & Maidstone athlete is one of 
Britain’s hottest prospects in the multi-event 
discipline after winning a shock bronze medal 
at October’s Commonwealth Games. 

He was hoping to build on his success at the 
World Championships next August, but a new 
qualification points target may put the event 
out of his reach. 

The 23-year-old from Maidstone achieved a 
personal best of 7,700 points to win bronze in 


ATHLETICS 


Delhi, which would normally have been enough 
to qualify automatically for the World 
Championships. However, the sport’s governing 
body, the IAAF, have increased the qualifying B 
standard to 8,000 points, which is likely to cut the 
number of competitors and threaten Brockman’s 
appearance in South Korea next year. 

He said: “It is slightly disappointing as the 
qualifying standard has gone up the year I 
want to qualify for the World Championships. 

“However, winning a medal is probably unre¬ 


alistic. The event is the biggest of the season 
next year, but if I don’t make it then 2011 will 
just be stepping stone to 2012.” 

Since winning bronze, Brockman has returned 
to training but has received the added boost of 
qualifying for fimding from UK Athletics. 

He said: “The phone hasn’t stopped ringing 
since the Commonwealth Games. Being recog¬ 
nised by UK Athletics for my performance has 
been brilliant. The funding is good, but I now 
have to keep performing to earn that, to be 
recognised is the main thing. It means I now 
get to use UK Athletics’ facilities and coaches.”

has become complicated. 

‘We were hoping to sign him and we 
thought we had a very good chance of 
doing a deal,” he said. 

“I spoke to his people and then called 
Zulqarnain before I went to Abu Dhabi 
and we agreed to meet when I got back. 

“I did meet him face-to-face for the first 
time on Sunday night and he’s a lovely 
guy, but he’s obviously worried about his 
residential status and how long he’s 
going to be able to stay in the country.” 

Folb did not rule out a deal, but said 
the paperwork needed to be in place. 

“He is obviously very concerned with 
sorting out his work permit at the 
moment and he needs to dot the i’s and 
cross the t’s. We would also need to get 
clearance from the ECB to play him.” 

Lashings have in the past offered a 
safe haven to Rashid Latif when he was 
shunned by the Pakistan cricket estab¬ 
lishment for making allegations of 
match-fixing. 

They were also involved in bringing 
Zimbabwe’s Henry Olonga to the UK 
after a black armband protest at the 
2003 World Cup put his life in danger.

Club braced for New Year 
RFU eye-gouge decision

MAIDSTONE Rugby Club will dis¬ 
cover in January what action they 
will face for the deliberate gouge 
which blinded Gravesend player 
Clarence Harding in one eye. 

After two weeks of silence, the RFU last 
week summoned the county town club to a 
hearing early in the New Year after a discipli¬ 
nary panel ruled a Maidstone player deliber¬ 
ately injured Harding. 

The incident, which happened in a Kent Cup 
tie at The Mote on January 17, left Harding 
with no sight in his right eye, but a police 
investigation found insufficient evidence to 
bring charges. 

Maidstone player Matt lies was cleared of 
making contact with Harding’s eye or eye area 
at an RFU disciplinary hearing on November 
23, although the panel made it clear the injury 
had not been a tragic accident. 

Under rule 5.12, which covers acts prejudi¬ 
cial to the interests of the game and/or union, 
Maidstone could face a fine, points deduction 
or even relegation for the incident. 

Chairman Andy Golding confirmed the club 
had heard from the RFU last week after a 
frustrating interim period, which saw the 
union’s legal team debating what steps to

take. With cases of this nature so rare, RFU 
bosses have been mindful of setting the correct 
precedent with Maidstone potentially facing a 
heavy penalty for the actions of one player. 

Elsewhere, the club were due to face London 
2 South East rivals and neighbours Aylesford 
Bulls last Saturday for the first of two derby 
games this season, but a frozen pitch forced 
the tie to be postponed. 

Maidstone, who were drawn against London 
1 South high-fliers Tonbridge Juddians in the 
Kent Cup last week, return to league action on 
Saturday when they host Deal & 


Betteshanger. Aylesford Bulls have the chance 
to move into third spot in the division when 
fellow title contenders Sevenoaks visit the 
Jack Williams Ground. 

• Former Maidstone junior Dan Caprice was 
part of the England Sevens side defeated in 
the final of the South African leg of the HSBC 
Sevens World Series. 

The 21-year-old, who was also part of the 
England team that won the Dubai Sevens 
tournament two weeks ago, impressed once 
again, but he was unable to prevent a narrow 
22-19 loss to New Zealand in Sunday’s final.

MATT Ford made the most of a rare start on 
the European Tour with an impressive tied 
27 th finish at the Alfred Dunhill 
Championship. 

The Bearsted golfer only earned a spot in 
the field for the event in South Africa as a 
result of his successful display in a handful of 
competitions on the European Challenge Tour. 

The 32-year-old made a slow start to the 
tournament with a four-over-par opening 
round of 74, which was dominated by seven 
bogeys. The Tudor Park professional respond¬ 
ed well in the second round and comfortably 
made the cut with a four-under-par 68 to leave 
him in tied 31st position in the clubhouse. 

Two dropped shots during the third round 
dented his hopes of a top-ten finish, but a 
one-under-par final round was enough to 
secure a creditable tied 27th. 

Elsewhere, Maidstone golfer Dani Masters 
aims to secure a place on the 2011 Ladies 
European Tour (LET) as she takes part in 
the final stage of Tour School this week. 

The 27-year-old, who lost her tour card in 
2008 following a season plagued by injury, 
goes into the tournament with confidence 
after finishing fourth out of 80 golfers in the 
previous round of qualifying two weeks’ ago. 

She will be determined not to repeat last 
year’s performance, which saw her fall short 
of a tour card. 

The gruelling five round event begins today 
(Wednesday) with the top 30 players from a 
field of 104 earning the right to play on the 
LET next year.

Gray expectations 
turn to team gold 

CROSS-COUNTRY runner Natalie Gray 
underlined her credentials with another 
impressive display to help the Great 
Britain under-23 team to a gold medal at 
the European Championships. 

Gray, competing in her second European 
Championships in Albufeira, Portugal, on 
Sunday, was keen to improve on her debut in 
the series last year and she didn’t disappoint. 

The 22-year-old, who has been training at 
the University of New Mexico in the United 
States for the last three months as part of a 
PE and coaching degree, went into the 
event in form after finishing 15th in the 
National Championships in America. 

The double Kent county cross-country 
champion was part of a six-strong women’s 
under-23 side in Portugal. The Medway & 
Maidstone athlete maintained her pace 
throughout the race, held over a six-kilome¬ 
tre course, and eventually finished in an 
impressive seventh spot with a time of 20 
minutes and 43 seconds. 

She was the second Briton home behind 
third-placed Emma Pallant and was only 
35 seconds adrift of the eventual winner, 
Turkey’s Meryem Erdogan. 

Her performance alongside the rest of the 
Great Britain squad was strong enough to 
earn the team gold medal for the second 
year in a row, finishing two points ahead of 
Russia. 

The result should increase Gray’s chances 
of consolidating a place in the Great Britain 
cross-country set-up. 

Her next event is likely to be the Kent 
Cross Country Championships at Detling 
Hill, where she will look to defend her title 
on January 8.
